entirely to the producer, who had obviously 
“ schooled’’ him as well as he could. It 
seems to me that the best producer is he 
whose work is least obvious in the finished 
play or film. <A producer eannot give 
actors imagination, insight or deep 
sympathy with their parts, and when an 
attempt is made—as it is often made in 
films—to freplace genuine acting ability 
by mere “‘ tricks,” the result is deplorably 
tedious. Producers cannot begin where 
actors leave off. On the contrary, actors 
must begin where producers leave off. Ad- 
mittedly, acting and production are inter- 
dependent; but good acting with bad 
production is to be preferred to good pro- 
duction with bad acting. Acting is the 
higher art, and the producer is the servant 
of the actor, not the aetor the servant of 
the producer. Accordingly it seems to me 
that; in so far as production is ranked 
higher than acting in films, to that extent 
are films bad art. There is an unconscion- 
able amount of bad acting in. films, 
especially by the women. One notices only 
too often the type ‘of “star” without 
genuine acting ability, who has merely 
been taken in hand by a “director,” care- 
fully groomed, and taught a variety of 
' tricks,’’ with the result that, from the 
point of view of histrionie art. she is no 
better than an inferior puppet; for the 
actress who does not understand her part 
will not understand either her director. 
No amount of production or lavishness of 
“sets”? can give artistic value to a film 


which is not well acted. A really well 
acted play in one of our own little theatres | 
can be superior to films produced on the 
most éxpensive scale.

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A HELP IN TIME. OF

District Court poor box was made by 
Mr. G. P. Cussen, Senior Justice, in 
the Dublin District Court yesterday. 

Mr. Cussen thanked contributors for their 
generous support during the year. He said 
that the hotels, cinemas, restaurants, and 
his friends, the solicitors of the Sessions 
Bar, had, indeed, been liberal. He had par- 
ticularly to thank two donors: first, his 
friend, Mr. Tom Greene, soliciter, who, as 
trustee of a charitable fund, had generously 
donated £50 to the poor box; and, secondly, 
an unknown donor, who withheld his name, 
but gave them £50 on condition that, until 
his donation was exhausted, they schould 
double the amount of the sums they usually 
paid out. And again this year a leading 
member of the Senior Bar had sent a 
generous cheque, the money to be used to 
help necessitous tenants. 

‘‘T need not, this year, give details of the 
class of cases we relieve,” he said. ‘* They 
are now well known to our friends. I 
mention one particular case, however. On 
Saturday, close on 1 o'clock, a Garda who 
was investigating claims for unemployment 
assistance brought under the notice of the 
chief clerk a family which he had visited in 
the course of his duty, and discovered to be 
in a state of starvation—no food in the 
house, and nothing to eat for two days. The 
family had been in recéipt of relief, which 
was cut off when a son obtained employment. 
The boy's wages were only 5s, a week. The 
poor box at once came to the relief of the 
family, and it is only right to add that, 
when the next week the facts were reported, 
the relief was restored. But, were it not 
for our fund (distributing your money, my 
friends), some of these children might have 
died; for the family were too decent to beg. 


A SUGGESTION 


“This state of facts should’ not occur in a 
Christian country. I suggest to the responsible 
authorities that relief should not. be stopped 
immediately when casual employment is ob- 
tained by one of a family. I suggest. to the 
responsible authorities, ‘enquire first,’ and 
then, if necessary, ‘stop or reduce the 
relief.’ 

“It may interest the young people in 
Dublin to know that nearly every ball and 
dance held in Dublin mean a modest donation 
to our poor box. This, of course, is entirely 
voluntary. I had only to suggest it some 
years ago. Ever since the donations continue 
to be made, 

“Our need is great just now, but when I 
look around me I do not feel uneasy. I know 
the Sessions Bar and the Press will give 
publicity to this appeal, and the money we 
want will. come before Christmas 

‘‘ Again this year, on behalf of ourselves 
and those we help, I thank our good friends 
the Press. Were it not for the publicity 
they always give the appeal we would be 
unable to assist many a needy person.”

A further resolution deprecated the licensing 
of dance halls in the proximity of licensed 
premises on the occasions of dances. 

The Executive emphatically protested 
against the conditions under which the so- 
called dona fide traffic is carried on, and, in 
particular, called attention to the flagrant 
abuse of supplying intoxicants after midnight 
on Sundays in towns and villages. 

Parents and guardians were warned once 
more against the grave danger of allowing 
their young people to patronise dances and 
entertaiments held under such circumstances. 

Deepest regret was expressed at the death 
of Monsignor McCaffrey, President, Maynooth 
College, and it was felt that the temperance 
movement had sustained a severe loss in the 
demise of one who had the movement so much 
at heart.

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Mr. J. W. Henderson, M.A., Headmaster, 
in hig annual report, stated that in nineteen 
years they had seen a great expansion of 
secondary education in Northern Ireland. 
They had powerful leading from the Prime 
Mimister, the Minister of Finance (Mr.

Judging on the basis of relative roll, the 
College had taken a satisfactory place in the 
School Certificate examinations (1935).

JUNIOR AWARDS 


A new method of assessment for junior 

awards on as Many as ten and eleven sub- 
jects had been introduced. It had not been 
fully tried out. He had found the readjust- 
ment of their courses to meet’ the new condi- 
tions both difficult and hazardous. He 
feared particularly the injury to the study 
of lan uages in a crowded course. 
_ Of the nine names on the Exhibition list, 
two were first in their division, two second, 
two third and one fifth, and they had 
fourteen first places, fourteen second places 
and thirteen third places in individual sub- 
jects. 

He had difficulty in dealing with the 
distinctions of old pupils. They recorded for 
the year 54 university degrees obtained by 
recent pupils. They included ten with first 
class honours, eleven with second class 
honours and three with third class honours. 
The university scholarships totalled 33, and 
eight of their students held the first place in 
their own field. 

Their pupils were travelling far afield and 
were found in increasing numbers at Trinity 
College, Dublin, the Universities of Edin- 
burgh and St. Andrews, and the Univer. 
sities of Bristol, London, Oxford and Cam- 
bridge, as well as at the Queen’s University 
of Belfast and various Theological Colleges. 
Over 50 university graduates in a single vear 
from a single nat Bi was a notable contri- 
bution to the professional life of the nation. 

But what, it might be asked, did the 
college do for those of its pupils who did not 
proceed to a university? In ordinary years 
some 24 to 30 were drafted to Stranmillis 
College for training, and in due course 
become teachers in public elementary schools. 
A growing number entered as Jaw 
apprentices, some were articled to become 
bankers, accountants, architects, chemists, 
engineers and linen factors, a few joined the 
expanding business of insurance. For many 
others the new post-senior certificate courses 
at the college were likely to be attractive. 
For the able boy or girl who could not afford 
& university course these new classes gave 
prospects of employment in which high talent 
would find adequate scone and reward. 


ATHLETICS 


The college teams were finalists for the 
schools’ Rugby and girls’ hockey cups. In 
athletics they had an unbroken lead, with all 
three athletic cups to their credit. On the 
river the college IV. held all comers, and com- 
pleted a season of unique successes by carry- 
ing off the Dodder Cup at the Dublin Metro- 
politan Regatta. With. new strength they 
were able to enter for the junior eights, and 
their VIII, travelling to Dublin, captured 
the Gray Challenge Cup. 

Mr. W. M. Fullerton, who distributed the 
prizes, said :—*‘ As an old boy, I feel I should 
like to say a word of encouragement to you. 
I know what it means to get downhearted, 
and to feel that the race sems to be only to 
the swift and the battle to the strong, but I 
ever tried to keep before me that what others 
could do should not he impossible for me.

THE EVIDENCE FOR | 
THE DEFENCE 


HE hearing was continued in the 
Central Criminal Court vester y, be- 
: fore Mr. Justice Meredith, of the case 
in which Stenhen Galvin, farmer, of Gorta- 
cloghane, Lixnaw, Co. Kerry, is charged 
with the murder of his brother-in-law, James 
Lyons, at Gortacloghane, on the night wf 
the 30th June-Ist July last. l 
Mr. James Geoghegan, K.C., with Mf. 
Kevin Haugh (instructed. by the Chief State 
Solicitor), srosecuted; and Mr. Basil 
McGuckin, K.C., with Mr. G. Cullinan (in- 
structed by Messrs. Moran and Clarke, 


Sergeant Flynn, cross-examined by Mr. 
McGuckin, said that he knew Stephen Galvin 
for the past thirteen years, and up |to this 
occurrence he would be Yooked upan as a 
decent, quiet, respectable man. He was not 
a fighting man, James Lyons was a very 
build younger man, stout and oí jathleti- 
iuild. | 

Dr. O'Connor, Medical Officer, Tarbert, 
Co. Kerry, stated that the major wound on 
the head of the dead man had caused frac- 
ture of the skull and injury to the brain. 
It had been caused by a sharp instrument, 
such as the slasher produced. Considerzble 
violence was used. The bones of the nose 
were broken. The right wrist was also 
broken, and the inside bone of the left fore- 
arm was broken. | 
Mr. Haugh—If Lyons were alive at the 
time when he received those blows on his 
arms, would he be able to continue to use 
the arms?—I don't think so. | 

Witness added that the little finger of the 
left hand was completely severed, and there 


were several wounds on the right leg. Death 
was due to shock and hemorrhage as a 
result of fracture of the skull and laceration 
of the brain. | 

Dr. Nora O'Sullivan. Medica] | Officer. 
Lixnaw, also gave evidence of the st- 
mortem examination, and corroborated 
previous witness. | 


PRISONER'S INJURIES 


Dr. James Maguire, Listowel, said that 
he examined the accused man, | Stephen 
Galvin, at Listowel Hospital. His head and 
right hand were bandaged. There were 
several wounds in his head which, in wit- 
ness s opinion, were caused by an _ instra- 
ment such as the iron bar produced. One 
wound penetrated the scalp. That wound, 
in his opinion, must have been caused by 
considerable force. Having regard to the 
weight of the instrument, he did not think 
there was atiy considerable force in the blows 
which caused the other wounds. | 

In the right hand was a two-inch incision, 
caused, as the accused man told him, by his 
assailant im pulling the bill hook from him 
in the struggle. | 

In reply to Mr. Justice Meredith, -witnesa 
said that a blow on the head which pene- 
trated the scalp would completely) interfere 
with a person’s sense of judgment if he were 
in a fight. | 

Dr. John McGrath, State Pathologist, said 
that he found human blood on a ms of 
articles submitted to bim. He did not fin’ 
any blood on the iron bar. | 

This closed the case for the State. 

Mr.: Basil McGuckin, addressing ithe jury, 
said that, with all sincerity and confidence, 
he asked for a verdict of not nv because 


the acts of the accused man wrere done, 
perhaps not with sufficient judgment, in the 
heat of the moment, but, as he himself had 
said. in the belief that he was fighting for 
his life. Until this incident nobody could 
say that Stephen Galvin had ever lifted a 
finger to anybody. Instead, he sae not 
for his own gain, but for the betterment o/ 
his family, which included the prpvision of 
£1,000 set aside for his sister Afinie, who 
married James Lyons. | 

They could judge what a quiet, peaceful 
tvpe of man Stephen Galvin was when they 
considered how Lyons, who had deserted 
Galvin’s sister, came to Galvin’s house two 
or three nights a week, entered by a bed- 
room window and Stephen Galvin never 
created a row, although he had good reason 
for doing so. On the fatal night, Stephen 
Galvin went out with the sole mtention cf 
protecting his cattle and with no /emnity im 
his mind. There could be no doubt about the 
way the row started. As he walked along 
his own field he was set upon |by James 
‘Lyons. There was no invention and no 
inaccuracy in the statement of Stephen 
Galvin—then an injured man—made to the 
sergeant on the day following the occurrence. 
Galvin thought that Lyons was trying to 
batter him into eternity with an iron bar. 

PRISONER'S EVIDENCE 

The prisoner, Stephen Galvin, examined 
by Mr. McGuckin, said that his age was 
52 and that he had resided all his life on 
the farm at Gortacloghane, which was some- 


what over 100 Irish acres. His brother, 
James, became a priest, was in Paris, and 


of | 


returned home owing to ill health. Witness 
| built a house for him in the farm. His 
| sister, Annie, went away and got married 
Í in 1998, and neither he nor any other mem- 
Í ber of the family knew anything about it. 
| She had asked him some time; previously 
about “this fellow’’ and he advised her 
against it, that he was too young and there 
was no place for her to go to, and no proper 
place to settle down with £1,000. he 
later went to Limerick, and later, at her 
request, he and his mother went to see her. 
His sister then complained that her husband 
had deserted her. She subsequently came 
back to Gortaclogbane, but was hot in good 
health. 

After being at home some time, her 
husband came in 1929. Witness did not 
speak to him, nor did he take any steps to 
interfere with him as he was in dread of 
him. Annie went over to Father James and 
Lyons subsequently followed her there. 


A MIDNIGHT ROW 


Witness said that there -was a complaint 
from Father Galvin that cows were breaking 
down one of the palings and witness put 
hushes in it. That was long before Father 
Galvin diew. There had been other com- 
plaints about the condition of the fences and 
he had repaired them, On the night of the 
tragedy he heard a cow bellowing and he 
went out to drive it from the yard. He 
had driven cattle out twice! previously. 
His intention in bringing out a slash hook 
that night was to cut a bush for the fence. 
As he was driving the cows along his own 
field Lyons approached him from a point in 
the field and exclaimed: ‘‘ You son of a 
w-—-, I have you now,” Witness said: 
“Stop. What are you doing?” Lyons placed 
a hand on witness's head and said: “ I have 
you now. I will do for you.” Lyons then 
struck him on the head and he got dazed. 
He could not say what weapon Lyons was 
using until he caught hold of it. After the 
second stroke he could remenjber nothing 
except the buzzing in his ears and flashes 
of light in his eyes. Lyons held on to him 
all the time while he made efforts to shove 
Lyons back. Lyons got hold of the slash 
hook and a struggle for its possession 
followed. Lyons had hold of the handle 
and pulled witness along the field. Lyons 
struck him on the neck with the blade of 
the hook. Blood spurted on to the handle 
and some of it entered his mouth and gave 
him relief, as his hps were then EA. sr 
Lyons gave him a severe kick, but he

STRUGGLE FOR SLASH 
HOOK 


At this stage Galvin asked for the slash 
hook, which was handed to him, and he then 
gave a demonstration to the judge and jury 
of the struggle which had taken place 
between Lyons and himself for possession of 
the slash hook. 

Asked why he did not ask the doctor to 
4yons, witness said that he. did 


not. 


Answering Mr. Justice Meredith, witness 


said that he could give no explanation about 


the two figures Mrs Lyons said she saw in 
the field some time after her *husband had 
gone out. 

Dr. O'Connor, Listowel, said that on 1st 
July he found a large amount of blood on 
Galvin's face and clothing. He also found 
on the top of Galvin’s head seven wounds, 
which seemed to have been caused by seven 
One wound was an ineh and 
three-quarters long, and needed considerable 
violence to have caused it. Lyons could not 
have inflicted these injuries after he had 
received the blow on the head which 
penetrated the brain. Galvin’s condition was 
so serious that witness ordered him to be 
taken to hospital. 

When Mrs. Galvin, wife of the accused 
man, began giving her evidence in a low 
voice, Galvin, speaking from the dock, said : 
‘Speak up and let the jury hear you.”’ 

Mrs. Galvin said that her husband was 
seated beside the fire with his boots off, and 
the house was locked up in preparation for 
bed, when she heard the cows outside. She 
informed her husband, who put on his boots 
and went out. She then went to bed. 

Dr. J. Hannan, Listowel, said that, in 
addition to seven wounds on the head, 
Galvin had injuries on the back and legs. 
When witness saw him he resembled a man 
who was after getting a bad beating and a 
man who had been fighting for his life. The 
way the injuries could be inflicted coincided 
with Galvin 's description. 

This concluded the evidence for the 
defence, and Mr. Cullinan briefly addressed 
the jury. 

Mr. Kevin Haugh, addressing the jury, 
said that when it was put forward in 
what a fine type of man the 
prisoner was it should be remembered that 
after the attack Lyons was not given the 
attention of a doctor or priest. but was left 
to die like a dog. 

Mr. Justice Meredith, in his charge to 
the jury, said that if they acquitted the 
prisoner they must. find some justification 
for the large number of terrible wounds on 
Lyons; also for their infliction, and for the 
appalling condition in which he had been 


found. 
NOT GUILTY

The jury returned a not 
guilty.” 

Mr. Justice Meredith ordered the prisoner 
to be discharged. 

Speaking from the dock, Galvin said that 
he wished to thank the Judge for the 
assistance he had given him during the 
case. and also to thank the jury for the 
verdict they had brought in. He expected 
no other verdict from the lips of an honour 
able jury and an honourable Judge. 

He was proceeding to say: “Now ¥ am 
going back to Kerry-—’”’ when he was 
called to stop, the Judge remarking that he 
was discharged, and it was not usual to 
make speeches. 

The jury were recommended for exemption 
for three years.

Reserved judgment was. delivered, by a 
majority, in favour of. the appellants in the 
case of Thomas Shipsey, Seeretary of the 
Waterford Harbour Commissioners, against 
the British and South American “tam 
Navigation Company, St. Mary Axe, 
London, The appeal was brouglit on behalf 
of the defendants from an order of the High 
Court, dismissing their application for the 
discharge of an order that gave leave to the 

aintifi to issue a plenary summons for 
service on the defendants out of the jurisdic- 
tion, claiming £5,614 for lighting, oying 
and dispersing the wreck of the defendants’ 
steamship Hermione, which had struck an 
enemy mine off the Trish ¢oast, and had 
been towed into Waterford Harbour in April, 
1917. 

It had Ween argued on behalf of the 
appellants that the cause in respect. of which 
the .plaintiff. on behalf of the Waterford 
Harbour (Commissioners, sought to bring the 
action did not come within the: limits of 
Order 11. Rule 1, of the Rules of the High 
Court, 1905, which dealt with contract, nor 
within the limits of Order 6, Rule 2, of the 
Rules of the Supreme Court, and the High 
Cov-t, 1926, which dealt with tort, and that, 
therefore, ar. order for the issue of a 
summons for service on them out of the 
jurisdiction should not be granted.

the expenses claimed. 

- The Chief Justice said t' at he was satisfied 
that the cause of action in the present case 
was not founded on contract s6 as to bring 
it within Rule 1 of Order 11 of the Rules 
of Court of 1905; and. further, that it was 
clearly not an action found: d on tort com- 
mitted within the jurisdiction, so as to bring 
it within Rule 2 of Order 6 of the rules of 
1926. He agreed with the judgment which 
would be read by Mr. Justice FitzGibbon, 
who dealt with the authorities. exhaustively. 

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon, in a judgment, 

the reading of which occuvied almost an hour 
and a half, held that the cause of action here 
was not a contract within Rule 1 of Order 11 
of the rules of 1905, and that the claim was 
not one founded on tort committed within 
the jurisdiction. ! 
Mr. Justice Murnaghan said that. in his 
opinion leave to issue the summons for ser- 
vice out of the jurisdiction in the present 
case could not be granted under Rule 1 of 
Order 11 of the rules of 1905, but regard 
must be had to the object of the statutes, 
and in his opinion the Legislature regarded 
the sinking of a vessel as injury done to the 
Harbour Commissioners, and the cost of 
lighting, buoying and dispersing of the wreck 
as the measure of damages. In his opimon 
the claim sought to be made was one in- 
tended to be covered by Rule 2 of Order 6 
of the rules of 1926. 
In the result, the Court allowed the appeal, 
discharged the order giving leave to the 
plaintiff to issue the summons and set aside 
the service out of the jurisdiction: They 
allowed the appellant the costs of the motion 
in the High Court and the. costs of the 
appeal.

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 


A summons was heard relating to the con 
struction of the will of Miss Ellen Hawe, 
late of 13 Harbour Hill, Cobh, in which the 
plaintiff wes Barry St. John Galvin, 36 South 
Mall, Cork, the executor, and the defendants 
were Ellen Costello (in religion Rev. Mother 
M. Malachy), St. Marys Orphanage, 
Walthamstow, London, and Thomas Harris, 
Ballinguile, Buttevant. The question for con- 
struction was whether a legacy of £500 
bequeathed to ‘‘the Rev. Mother for the 
time being of St. Mary’s Orphanage, Convent 
of Mercy, Walthamstow,” was a valid 
charitable bequest, and was the defendant, 
Elien Costello, being in charge of St. Mary's 
Orphanage and Convent School, entitled 
to the legacy. or what person or institution 
was entitled to it. 

Testatrix, it was stated, was a school 
teacher, and was employed by the Sisters of 
Mercy at Walthamstow up to 1921, when 
she resigned on pension. She came to reside 
in Ireland, and became entitled to a legacy 
of between £4,000 and £5,000, and on her 
death in April of this year bequeathed £500 
to the Rev. Mother of the convent at Wal- 
thamstow, as stated, the residue going to 
the defendant, Thomas Harris. In 1929 the 
Sisters of Mercy left the convent, and their 
places were taken by members of the Order 
of Sisters of Charity. 

Mr, Maurice Walker (instructed by Mr. 
Barry C. Galvin), for the plaintiff, said that, 
owing to the change in 1929, there was no 
such institution as “ St. Mary’s Orphanage, 
Convent of Mercy.” as the Mercy Sisters in 
this year were transferred to Clacton-on-Sea, 
and their places taken by the community 
known as the Irish Sisters of Charity. 

Mr. E. Wood (instructed by Messrs. Barry 
Sullivan and Co.) appeared for Thomas 
Harris; Mr. G, D. Murnaghan (instructed by 
Messrs. A. O'Hagan and Sons) for the Rev. 
Mother of .the Sisters of Charity, Waltham. 
stow; and Mr. J. Healy (instructed by Mr. 
Maurice Healy) for the Rev. Mother, Sisters 
of Merey, Clacton-on-Sea. 

Mr. Justice Johnston held that the bequest 
was one to the institution known as St. 
Mary's Orphanage, Convent, Walthamstow, 
and that it went to the Rev. Mother of the 
Sisters of Charity on behalf of that convent. 
He declared all parties entitled to their costs, 
but directed that they should come out of the 
bequest in dispute.

The Court allowed the appeal which was 
brought by the Atterney-General by way of 
a case stated by the Dhistrict-Justice for 
Lifford. The Attorney-General -was the com- 
plainant in a series of summonses for alleged 
attempted smuggling brought against John 
Traynor, shopkeeper, Strabane, and heard 
at Lifford District Court on various dates in 

The questions for the High Court to decid 
were whether District-Justice O’ Hanrahan 
was right in over-ruling an objection by de- 
fendant’s counsel; whether he was right in 
holding that the defendant was brought 
before a Justice within the meaning of the 
Customs Consolidation Act; and whether he 
was right in holding that, notwithstanding 
the election of the Revenue authorities, he 
had power to impose a penalty of the single 
duty-paid value of the goods. 

The Court unanimously held that. the Dis- 
trict Justice had not the power.to inflict 
the penalty under the Section; and that he 
‘was not right in over-ruling the objection of 
the chás, aeilo counsel, considering the 
period at which it was made. They held it 
was unnecessary to answer the second ques- 
tion. The answers to the questions were re- 
ferred back to the District Justice.

Downey), applied on behalf of John D. Doyle 
and his wite, Mary Doyle, of 30 Sycamore 
road, Mount Merrion, Dublin, plaintiffs in an 
action against E. A. Margetson, Ely place, 
Dublin, and' W. H. Flanagan, electrical 
engineer and proprietor of the Skerries 
Electricity Works, for an imterlocutory in- 
junction restrainmg the defendants from 
publishing or Tienes certain secret in- 
iormation. ' 

The perma case was that Mr. Doyle, a 
research sciéng#ist, biventor add Atialyst, had 
invented a process for the mantfacture of 
electrical storage batteries. In certain 
circunistances he had disclosed the secret of 
this invention to the defendants on condi- 
tions that, it was alleged, they had not 
carried out, 

Mr. Overend said that the ¢ircumstances 
in which Mr. Flanagan got the information 
were disputed. Mr. Flanagan said he did 
not wish to use the information,’ but he did 
not offer any undertaking not to use it, aad 
in the circumstances it could not do him any 
harm to have the interim injunction, which 
had been granted, continued. The dis- 
closure of the information would do the 
plaintiffs irreparable harm. 

On the suggestion of Mr. Justice Johnston, 
it.was agreed that the motion for an inter- 
locutory injunction’ be treated as the trial of 
the action. 

Mr, Lupton, K.C., who, with Mr. ©, B. 
McKenna (instructed by Mr. W. MeA. 
McCracken), appeared for the defendant, 
Mr. Flanagan, said that they did not admit 
that they had got any such information as 
was stated in the cause of action. They 
admitted that they got certain information 
under an agreement which was entered into 
with regard to the purchase of a patent, 
which was entirely different to what was 
alleged in the action. So far as the informa- 
tion was concerned, they had stated that 
they did not intend to show it. They would 
undertake that they would not use any in- 
formation got from the plaintiffs, whether it 
was relevant to that action or not, pending 
the hearing of the motion. 

Mr. Justice Johnston discharged the in- 
terim injunction on the undertaking being 
given to the court by counsel for Mr. 
Flanagan, and adjourned to the next sittings 
the motion, which is to be treated as the 
trial of the action.

MILITARY TRIBUNAL

The hearing was concluded of the applica- 
tion on behalf of William McCarthy, Glan- 
worth, County Cork, for an order to make 
absolute a conditional order of certiorari and 
habeas corpus to quash a conviction of ‘the 
Constitution (Special Powers) Tribunal, and 
to produce William MeCarthy, the 
prosecutor in the application, who, it was 
alleged, was illegally detained in custody in 
Arbour Hill Detention Barracks, Dublin. 

McCarthy, it was stated, was arrested in 
June, 1935, and he answered questions when, 
while under arrest, Section 15 of Article 2a 
of the Constitution was read to him (the 
section dealing with the powers of the 
police and the offence of refusing to answer 
questions). In July he was brought before 
the Constitution (Special Powers) Tribunal, 
charged with being a member of an un- 
lawful association and with breaking tele- 
graph wires. A statement that he had made 
when Section 15 of- Article 2a of the Con 
stitution was read to him was admitted in 
evidence, and he was sentenced to six 
months and eighteen months on the charges, 
the sentences to run concarrently. The 
question which the High Court was asked 
to decide was whether a statement made by 
a person in custody, after Section 15 of 
Article 2a of the Constitution had been read 
and explained to him, was a voluntary state- 
ment and admissible in evidence before the 
Tribunal.

REVENUE 


Reserved judgment was given unanimously 
dismissing, with costs, an appeal that was 
brought on behalf of the Revenue Commis- 
sioners from a decision of Mr, Justice Wylie 
concerning a claim for £286 made by appel- 
lants for income tax on alleged arrears of a 
jointure in relation to the ‘estate of Teresa 
Downing, The Square, Listowel. 

It appeared that, under a settlement of 
20th January, 1874, Mr. Downing, who died 
in 1879, settled land, sold on his marriage, 
by charging premises in favour of his wife 
with a jotnture ol £500. He left. three chil- 
dren and his widow. His son Henry became 
entitled to the lands, subject to a jointure 
in favour of his mother. By his will of 
1915, Henry bequeathed his estate to his 
mother, ‘The jointure fell into arrears and 
six: years’ jofature were owing to Mrs. 
Downing. The lands were seld under the 
1925 Land Act. The arrears of jointure were 
put on the allocation schedule as pavable to 
Teresa Downing. who had also become owner 
of the estate under the will of her brother. 

Mr. Justice Wylie held that, as income tax 
had already been paid-on the lands under 
Schedule A, no further income tax was pay- 
able by the owner ol the jolnture if the 
‘jointure had been paid as it fell due, and 
that the fact that it had fallen into arrears 
and was paid out of the capital did not 
render it liable to income tax. .

The Pictures 


The truly remarkable development of 
the cinematograph industry in Great 
Britain is exemplified in a statistical 
survey of the situation which has been 
presented to the Royal Statistical Society 
by Mr. 8S. Rowson, President of the 
British Cinematograph Society. Hitherto 
statements concerning cimematograph 
statistics have been based almost entirely 
on conjecture; but Mr. Rowson has gone 
into the subject with admirable thorough- 
ness and speaks with authority. During 
the year 1934, he announces, the people of 
Great Britain spent no les than 
£40,950,000 on visits to the “' pictures.” 
Of this surprisingly large sum £6,800,000 
went to the Government in the shape of 
entertainment tax. The number of tickets 
that were sold amounted to 957,000,000, 
and their average cost was tenpence apiece. 
On this basis it seems that every man, 
woman and child in Great Britain paid at 
least twenty-two visits to cinematograph 
houses during 1934, and, in view of the 
fact that very many persons do not go to 
the pictures at all, the remainder must 
have gone far more often than twenty-two 
times in the year. There are 4,305 cinema 
houses in Great Britain, of which only 874 
are open on Sundays; and of these latter 
establishments no fewer than 490 are 
either in London or in the Home Counties. 
Seventy-one per cent. of all the cinema 
houses seat less than 1,000 persons. Mr. 
Rowson calculates that there is one cinema 
in Great Britain for every 10,600 persons, 
and that there is one cinema seat for every 
twelve. Four out of every five visitors to 
these places of amusement pay not more 
than a shilling for their seats. We should 
be very much interested in a similar 
survey of cinematograph conditions in the 
Irish Free State. Outside London, Dublin 
probably does a bigger cinematograph 
business than any other city in Europe. 
For its size it must have one of the most 
elaborate groups of cinema theatres in the 
world, and a glance at the queues in

Mr. Baldwin Questioned

It is reported that the Ethiopians 
managed to neutralise the superiority of 
the tanks at one period by rushing up so 
close that the machine-guns could not be 
trained on them. One Italian tank officer 
is stated to have been seriously wounded. 

The Ethiopian losses are said to be 
much greater than the Italian, though 
they have not yet been checked. 

Italian “planes were rushed up to 
support the ‘troops by bombing and 
machine-cunning the Ethiopians. 

The Ethiopian warriors, who by tradi- 
tion regard it as dishonourable to fight 
by ambush, were thus able to revert to 
the more straightforward method of war- 
fare by attacking the Italian line on its 
extreme flank.

VATICAN PEACE EFFORT 


The attitude of the Italian Press last 
evening was firm and--uncompromising, 
og its lead from Signor Mussolini 's 
speech and from yesterday morning's 
article in the Pepolo'd'Italia, believed to 
have been written by the Duce. 

It is strongly rumoured in Rome that 
the Pope may propose a Christmas truce 
in the hostilities, but there is no official 
confirmation of this.

The Pope carefully refrained from 
making any statement on the subject in 
his speech at the private Consistory on 
Monday; for fear of aggravating the situa- 
tion.

DEFEND HERSELF 


DELEGATE’S GENEVA 
ADDRESS

Following the speeches of Mr. Eden and 
M. Laval at the League Council meeting 
last evening, the Abyssinian delegate, M. 
Wolde Mariam, said :— 

‘The | Ethiopian Government always 
attaches great importance and weight to 
the recommendations of the organs of the 
League, and it places its fullest confidence 
in these organs, I cannot believe that the 
Ethiopian nation will be abandoned and 
delivered over to its cruel enemy. 

M. Mariam repudiated the charge that 
Ethiopia was incapable of defending her 
territory. 

“Italy,’’ he said, “ notwithstanding its 
44,000,000 inhabitants, nevertheless. used 
Askaris, led by Italian non-commissioned 
officers and directed by Italy's best 
generals. Italy has brought together the 
biggest array of modern instruments of 
warfare ever seen on African soil, but 
Ethiopia, conscious of its rights, will 


defend its honour. 


WANT MATERIALS 


“I do not call upon any nation to shed 
their blood for Ethiopia. All we ask for is 
facilities for the acquisition of more defen- 
sive material. We do not fear a war, but 
we prefer peace, which is the sovereign 
good for all nations—not, however, a peace 
based on spoilation. 

““ But Ethiopia is not only defending its 
own soil and its own honour; Ethiopia 
is determined to avoid creating a prece- 
dent that would affect the security of all 
and every member of the League. It is 
essential that the guarantees of the 
Covenant should not become vain. This 
is a problem which affects all members. 


“ We are grateful for the unanimous 
decision of the League denouncing Italy's 
cynical aggression. We are grateful for

REMARKABLE EVIDENCE 
AT DISTRICT COURT

WICKLOW, Wednesday. 


NDREW WOLAHAN, Dunbur, was, 

at the District Court here to-day, 
& charged with murdering “Thomas 
King, Dunbur Cottage, on November 5th. 
Bernard King, son of the dead man, stated 
that at 10.45 that night Wm. Wolahan came 
to his house’ and said: “‘ Something terrible 
has happened your father in our field.” 
Witness and his brothers found their father 
dead in the field, but the position of the 
body had been altered. His father visited 
Wolahan’s that night, saying he was going 
to inquire about a daughter who was ill in 
a Dublin hospital. He was not a frequent 
visitor. Witness had not spoken to the 
prisoner, Andrew Wolahan, since May last, 
when prisoner did not answer him. No 
member of his family spoke to Andy 
Wolahan, who was their bitter enemy since 
1929. . Wolaban had attacked Mattie King 
and “‘riddled”’ another brother's bicycle, but 
witness did not know any reason for the 
hostility. 

Cross-examined by Mr. McCarroll, solicitor 
for the defence, witness would not agree 
that Wolahan did not participate in the 
games of the district. 

James King stated that in recent years 
relations between the two families were a bit 
strained. In July last witness met and 
saluted: Wolahan, who did not return the 
salutation. Relations with the rest of the 
Wolahan family were the same as with the 
other neighbours. 


ORDERED OFF LAND 


Mathew King stated that on October 4, 
1934, the prisoner ordered witness off his 
father’s land, approaching him in a threaten- 
ing and aggressive attitude. Witness said 
that he would leave only when the owner of 
the lands ordered him off. They came to 
grips, but no blow was struck. Returning 
later, witness met the prisoner, caught hold 
and shook him, warning the prisoner never to 
approach him in such a manner again. Witness 
was on speaking terms with the rest of the 
Wolaban, family. 

Me. MeCatroll~Do you remember sayin 
Andrew Wolahan was going off his head ’?— 
never used the words. 

Did you ever notice anything peculiar about 
him ?—No. 

Was not his attitude very unusual on that 
occasion ?— Yes,

OBITUARY

MR. WILLIAM CLARKE 


Mr. William Clarke, a well-known Irish 
journalist, who was for many years connected 
with the Jrish Times and other newspapers, 
died yesterday at Bangor, County Down, 
where he has resided since hig retirement 
from active journalism. Mr. Clarke entered 
newspaper life in the Northern Whig, 
Belfast, as a compositor, and for a period 
was foreman of the composing staff of the 
Derry Standard. Later he joined the report- 
ing staff, and eventually became chief 
reporter. Subsequently he joined the staff 
of the old Daily Express in Dublin, where 
he remained for twelbe years. Later he went 
to the Jrish Times, on which he was a 
reporter for a number of years, until he took 
up the position of Dublin Correspondent for 
the Belfast Telegraph. When the Free State 
was formed Mr. Clarke was one of the 
founders of the Press Gallery in the Dail, 
and was its first chairman. He was respected 
and esteemed not only by his colleagues on 
the Press, but by members of the Dail, and 
numbered among his friends the then Presi- 
dent, Mr. Cosgrave, and the Speaker, 
Mr. Hayes. He was a member of the 
Press Gallery Committee up to his retirement 
from journalism in 1931. In 1928 he was 
a member of a party of Irish Pressmen- who 
toured the Dominion of Canada. He was 
an indefatigable member of the Institute of 
Journalists, and when the Conference of the 
Institute was held in Dublin in 1902, Mr 
Clarke was secretary of the Dublin and Irish 
Association District. Again when the Con 
ference visited Ireland in 1928 Mr. Clarke 
was chairman of the district. He represented 
the Dublin and Irish Association District at 
many conferences in Great Britain. When 
Mr, Clarke severed his onnection with 
journalism, owing to failing health, his col- 
leagues in Dublin showed their apprecigtion 
of him by a complimentary dinner, at which 
the late Mr. W. Charles Chillingworth, a 
colleague and close friend for many years, 
who was then President of the Institute of 
Journalists of Great Britain and Ireland, pre- 
sided. On that occasion Mr. Clarke was 
presented with a case of pipes and Mrs, 
Clarke with a handsome brooch. Mr. Clarke 
was a member of Masoni¢ Lodge 606. The

Witness—This book appeared to me to be 


seditious. , 
Detective Superintendent J, McGloin, 
Dublin Castle, said that he questioned the 
accused man at the Bridewell. He refused 
to answer some of the questions put to him 
by the witness, but replied to others. With 
regard to further questions, the accused man 
said that he would answer them before the 
Tribunal. To most of the questions put to 
him, Campbell said: “ I was never a traitor 
and will not die one.” :

under arrest. While Michael Veasy was 
being questioned, Mr. Carty suddenly broke 
from his captors and escaped mb the 
haggard. here was a fusilade of rifle and 
revolver bullets, and he had almost got clear 
when one shot e his arm. He managed, 
however, to get a quarter of a mile from the 


His wound having been attended to, he was 
bronght back to Veasy’s, where the Crown 
forces were engaged demolishing haystacks, 
potato pits and out-houses. 

The. enemy, said Mr. Carty, at the time 
were in an infuriated state of mind, as the 
incident closely followed the shooting of a 
district-inspector and  head-constable at 
Chaffpool, and the disarming of two patrols 
of police, all of which occurred within a 
radius of three miles of Veasy’s.

The Most Rev. Dr. Fogarty, Bishop of 
Killaloe, to-night made a protest against 
the telling in the Dail of “ugly stories ”’ 
which ‘insult the peasant girls of Ire- 
land.”

For instance, it is 
neither fair nor honourable nor chivalrous 
for a member of the Dail to take advan- 
tage of his position to insult the peasant 
girls of Ireland, and hold them up to 
ridicule by telling ugly stories about them 
that are as false as they are foul, We are 
grateful to the members who entered an 
immediate protest against that exhibition 
of coarseness, and the country would have 
been glad of a repudiation from even 
higher quarters. At any rate, I am sure 
that I express the feelings of every man 
and woman, in this diocese at least, no 


test in their name against such a coarse 
insult to the women of Ireland from the 
front benches of our national legislature, 
and for the deliberate pronouncement of 
which a post mortem apology of an addi- 
tional character is a feeble amend.

Colonel O'Shea was under the impression that 
he was to get 5 per cent. on the copper ex- 
tracted, which was impossible and contrary 
to any royalty rate of which the witness ever 
had heard. 

The whole success of the scheme would de- 
pend on large production at a low cost, and 
that would entail working over a large area.

HE celebration in Londonderry yester- 
á! day oí the 247th anniversary of the 
Shutting of the Gates of Derry, an 
action which precipitated the siege of the 
city by the army of King James IJ., was one 
of the largest for many years and showed 
the strength of the Apprentice Boys’ 
Order in Northern Ireland. , Not the least 
interesting feature was the .presence of a 
large number of Apprentice Boys, accom- 
panied by bands, from East Donegal, 
The Apprentice Boys, after a Service in 
the Cathedral, made a tour of the city, con- 
cluding at the Mall Wall, where at dusk a 
huge effigy of Lundy, the traitor, was 


burned. 

The special preacher at the Cathedral, 
Canon E. W. Cowell, M.A., rector of . All 
Saints’, Clooney, Londonderry, in the course 
of his sermon, said they came to the Cathedral 
of hallowed memories to commemorate a 
very gallant and daring act, the shutting 
o: the Gates of Derry by the thirteen 
Apprentice Boys of Derry. They thanked 
God that He had inspired those lads with 
such an excellent spirit. As in many other 
decisive acts in history, out of which great 
ain had come to those who came after, it 
ignored the official attitude. 

Protesting against the continuance of the 
necessary war-time restrictions, he said : ‘“The 
plea is advanced that they are for the 
common good. That may be so to the official 
mind, but not to the mind of a true, liberty- 
lovin — It seems as if officialism 
would like to take us and so regulate every 
act of life that it would train up a race not 
of men and women, but of puppets.” Civil 
liberty and religious liberty were inter- 
dependent, and Jet officialism crush civil 
liberty and it would not be long before it 
began to tamper with religious liberty, 
because it knew. that civil repression and 
religious freedom could not live together. 

_After.a reference to the attacks on religion 
in Russia ‘and Germany, the preachtr said 
that ofhcialism 'ran in more or less the same 
groove in all countries.

SALE OF TICKETS IN 
BRITAIN 


——— 


HEN a man holds tickets in the Irish 
W Free State Hospitals’ Sweepstake on 
behalf of a syndicate is he selling 
or distributing them in contravention of 
Section 22 of the Betting and Lotteries Act 
of 1934 of Great Britain! 

This question came before Lord Hewart 
and Mr. Justice Goddard and Mr. Justice 
Singleton, sitting as a King’s Bench Divi- 
sional Court, yesterday in London on an 
appeal from the conviction by the Scunthorpe 
magistrates of Mr. Charles Corfield, of Scun- 
thorpe, that he had in his possession forty- 
eight tickets in the sweepstake on the 1 


Derby. eo 

Mr. Corfield was fined tea shillings and 
ordered to pay certain costs. 

Before the magistrates it was proved that 
the tickets were received by Corfield from 
Mr. Fred. Robertshaw for and on behalf of 
himself and twenty other men, one of whom 
was Robertshaw, and they formed a syndi- 
cate known as “One Big Family.’’ Corfield 
collected from each of the other men in the 
syndicate two shillings a week, and he him- 
self contributed a similar sum, 

Robertshaw bought the tickets from a Mr. 
Petch, as t on behalf of the members, 
and paid Petch for them. Robertshaw 
handed the tickets to Corfield in order that 
Corfield might hold them as custodian and 
agent for the members of the syndicate. 
Corfield paid to Robertshaw the money he 
had. collected from the members of the syn- 
dicate. The tickets were held by the syndi- 
cate on behalf of all the members, and each 
member had a twenty-oneth share in the 
whole, while no individual member was en- 
titled to any individual ticket. If any prize 
had been won by any ticket it would have 
been equally divided among the members, 

The magistrates had held that there had, in 

effect. been a sale of the tickets and that 
Corfield had them in his possession for sale 
or distribution. 
Mr. Alexander Sandilands, K.C., for Mr. 
Corfield, said that it was no offence under 
the Betting and Lotteries Act to distribute 
prizes obtained by a lottery; nor was it an 
offence to buy a ticket in a lottery and to 
have a lottery ticket in one’s n, 
unless it was for sale or distribution. 


- APPEAL ALLOWED 

The Court allowed the appeal.

“The Government is pleased to note 
that a meeting has been. held between 
representative coalowners and representa- 
‘tives of the Mineworkers’ Federation. It 
hopes that this method of discussion will 
be continued and widened, and that. it 
will not _s be necessary for the Secre- 
tary for Mines to act as intermediary 
between the parties. 

‘* Nevertheless, the Government does not 
propose to dissociate itself from the subse- 
quent developments, with which the Secre- 
tary for Mines will remain constantly and 
closely in touch, and the Government will 
use its good offices to assist the coalowners 
in their endeavours to secure voluntarily, 
from big consumers, increases in price for 
the specific purpose of increasing wages. 

“It may be pointed out that a very 
substantial advance has been made recently 
| in three matters of the greatest importance 
to the mineworkers. These are :— 

‘‘(a) The organisation of the selling of 
coal on lines acceptable to the. Govern- 
ment, and in such a way as to improve 
the proceeds of the industry, with advan- 
tage to the wage ition, has been 
promised by the end of June;

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TO-DAY’S DEBATE 


The Times, in an editorial article to- 
day observes: The debates in Parliament 
to-day will start with the knowledge that 
Sir Samuel Hoare has resigned and that 
the peace proposals are deservedly dead. 
The Foreign Secretary has decided to 
conform with the honourable tradition of 
British public life, that the Minister most 
closely associated, if only technically, 
with an abortive step should resign his 
office. There will be general sympathy 
with Sir Samuel Hoare, who has to suffer 
for failing to prevent, and not for failing 
to modify, indefensible proposals ; but his 
decision is the inevitable consequence of 
an error excusable in a man, but not in 
a Minister. The proposals for which, by 
his resignation, he has accepted responsi- 
bility, were, in any case, doomed. 
Fortunately there is no reason inherent 
in the facts why the debate should not, 
at least, begin the task of restoring the 
situation. Its text is a well-drafted 
Opposition motion, condemning the terms 
themselves for reasons which will gain 
widespread assent, and asking for their 
repudiation. But the motion is out of 
date already. The Government have 
admitted, in fact,.by the resignation of 
the Foreign Secretary and by the instruc- 
tions upon which Mr, Eden acted _yester- 
day at Geneva, that a very 8 
mistake has been made. The few irrespon- 
sible voices which are still urging them to 
pretend that the terms themselves aro 
excellent are, therefore, pleading a lost 
cause, and their pleading owes mueh to 
the well-known desire to destroy al. forms 
of international co-operation.

IRISH LEASEHOLDERS’ 
ASSOCIATION

At, a meéting held in St. Peter's |!all, 
Phibsborough, last night, for the purpose of 
enrolling leaseholders on the Monck Estate, 
in the Phibsborough district, as members of 
the Irish Leasvholders’ Association, protests 
were made against the payment of excessive 
ground rents. 

Mr. M. J. Cranley, who presided, said that 
some of the ground rents in the area were 
ridiculous, ranging from £10 to £15, and in 
at least one case was higher than the Poor 
Law valuation. 

Captain Patrick Hughes said they were 
organising the leaseholders on the various 
Dublin estates to fight ground landlordism in 
a more effective way than had been previously 
adopted. 

Nothing, he said, had been done by native 
Governments to remedy the existing state of 
affairs. ‘The Cumann na nGaedheal Govern- 
ment passed the Landlord and Tenant Act 
of 1931. It was, undoubtedly, a landlords’ 
Act. ‘The present Government had taxed the 
Irish leaseholders on an increased valuation. He 
condemued the system of party Government, 
which stifled the opinions and activities of its 
.members, some of whom were sympathetic 
with the leaseholders’ cause. The Govern- 
met, should set up machinery with a view to 
effecting a 50 per cent. reduction in ground 
rents, to. be followed by legislation enabling 
houseowners to buy out at 10 years’ purchase. 

Mr. Michael Keenan also spoke. 

Very Rev. James McUVarroll, P.P., James’s 
street, Hon. President of the Association, in 
the ccurse of a letter to the Chairman, said 
that unless the people moved strongly in the 
matter of ground rents there would be no 
redress.
